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VICE VERSUS CIRCUS 


City evicts Williamsburg acrobats who narced on hipster media company

A circus school’s bid to get back at 
incoming upstairs neighbor Vice Me- 
dia for allegedly dangerous construc- 
tion work backfired dramatically on 
Nov. 6 when the city, called to inspect 
Vice, kicked out a half-dozen acrobats 
living illegally in the non-residential 
building. 

The circus school the Muse is the lat- 
est artistic institution getting the boot 
ahead of Vice’s takeover of two con- 
nected buildings at Kent Avenue and 
S. First Street. The performers are sup- 
posed to move out by January. In the 
meantime, they have gone on rent strike 
over supposed falling debris caused by 
renovation work, which is making way 
for the hipster media juggernaut’s New 
Years move -in. 

The conflict came to a head when 
building inspectors, summoned by the 
school’s owner to scrutinize Vice, took 
a look beyond the trapezes and spotted 
illegal living units built in the ware- 
house space. 

The show can go on, but the six artists 
in residence cannot stay, said the owner, 
who shrugged off the clampdown. 

“We are still allowed to run and 
have classes, but we cannot be in the 
back,” said Muse founder Angela Buc- 
cinni Butch. “I am fine that they shut 
us down, because everyone has to be 
safe.” 

The people living there were all 
staying temporarily, Buccinni Butch 
said. 

The big-top personality had previ- 
ously said that she was contemplating 
an early closure because of the sup- 
posed hazards of practicing beneath

Vice’s contractors. 

“I do not know how we are going to 
continue operating here,” she said. “We 
feel we are in danger.” 

Partial eviction or no, the school is the 
latest casualty of Vice’s arrival at Kent 
Avenue and S. First Street, following 
announcements of the imminent shut- 
tering of indie music venues Death by 
Audio and Glasslands. The mass exodus 
is the result of a deal struck with build- 
ing owner CTA Digital to boot current 
tenants to make room for Vice, through 
negotiations and by refusing to renew 
the leases, Gawker and the Commer- 
cial Observer reported. 

One Muse teacher said the upheaval 
is just one example of Williamsburg 
becoming a no-mans-land for creative 
types. 

“It demonstrates the bigger pictures of 
bigger corporations pushing out smaller 
corporations,” said aerial instructor Di- 
ane Tomasi. “Rents are astronomical 
and artists cannot make it.” 

For now, the Muse is keeping its 
$10,000 monthly rent in escrow, Buc- 
cinni Butch said. The school had been 
negotiating with the CTA Digital in an 
attempt to cancel the lease early, but 
now she is hoping Vice will pay her 
group to leave. 

She said she quoted the media com- 
pany a figure to cover reimbursing stu- 
dents their tuition, canceled contracts, 
and moving costs. She doesn’t want to 
take the landlords to court, though a law- 
suit would have merit, she added. 

“I could sue them, but that is not my 
interest,” Buccinni Butch said. 

The Muse opened at 32 S. First Street 
in 2010 after Buccinni Butch’s Bush- 
wick backyard grew too large to con-

tain a newly formed community of 
acrobats, aerialists, and tumblers, she 
said. The building owner originally al- 
lowed all tenants to live in the build- 
ing, she said. 

“In the beginning, every single person 
in this complex was living and work- 
ing in here, because that is how the 
landlord presented it,” she said. “They 
eventually started telling people they 
could not live there and started boot- 
ing people out.” 

The space is part school and part 
performance venue. Buccinni Butch 
is devastated that she has to leave the 
home her group has been working on 
for the past four years. 

“For a while, I could not walk around 
the space without tears in my eyes,” 
said Buccinni Butch. “This place was 
trashed when we took it over, and we 
made it something beautiful.” 

The Muse is planning to move to a 
new space in Bushwick and has launched 
a Kickstarter campaign to raise funds 
for the many renovations the building 
needs. 

Representatives of Vice Media and 
CTA Digital did not return calls for 
comment.

Hands off my boardwalk! 

Locals cringe at news that private group may control Coney events

The city may be about to cede con- 
trol of the Coney Island Boardwalk to 
a private group. 

The parks department, which controls 
the neighborhood’s iconic Riegelmann 
Boardwalk, is drawing up plans that 
would let an outside group take over all 
event permitting — and possibly more 
— for the 91 -year-old public space, ac- 
cording to sources. 

The news has outraged locals and 
park advocates, who say the plan is a 
recipe for pushing the people out of the 
People’s Playground. 

“This is not just a park someplace. 
This is the iconic Coney Island Board- 
walk, and I don’t think that a private en- 
tity should be in control of what happens 
there,” said local activist Ida Sanoff. 
“All over the city we have ‘friends of 
this park,’ ‘friends of that park,’ and 
while they’re involved, they’re not put 



in charge of who can and cannot use an 
area. Isn’t this the job of the parks de- 
partment? Why do we need a private 
entity doing that?” 


A parks department spokeswoman 
confirmed the city is creating a call for 
bids that would affect the Boardwalk, 
but was short on details. 


“We’re considering a lot of different 
elements,” said spokeswoman Mae Fer- 
guson, adding the parks department has 
not set a date to issue the request. 

But critics say privatizing the per- 
mitting process could make the Peo- 
ple’s Playground too exclusive. 

“If [outside groups] take over, this is 
looking to me like ‘bring in the white 
rich,’ ” said Brighton Beach resident Ve- 
ronica Grimm, who has been dancing 
on the Boardwalk with various groups 
for almost a decade, which requires a 
permit. 

Locals suspect the city’s request for 
proposals will be a sweetheart deal for 
the Alliance for Coney Island, an um- 
brella organization of businesses. 

“These RFPs are usually a self-fulfill- 
ing prophecy,” Sanoff said. “Anybody 
can answer one, but my experience is 
that, before the RFP, the city knows who 
they’re going to award them to.” 

One member Alliance member said

Pie in the sky 

This pizzeria delivers by drone

It was one small step for pizza, 
and one giant leap for pizza de- 
livery. 

The mad genius behind Wil- 
liamsburg Pizza made history on 
Nov. 6 when he launched pizza de- 
livery into the drone age with a 
test drop-off by remote-controlled 
helicopter. The customer whose 
yard served as a landing pad for the 
pie and its daring delivery mech- 
anism said the pilot program is 
ready for takeoff. 

“It was a really fun experience, 
and delicious pizza,” said Phyl- 
lis Brody, a neighbor of the pizza 
shop’s owner, Charles Walters, in 
Prospect Heights. 

Like the Wright brothers’ in- 
augural 12-second flight at Kitty 
Hawk 111 years prior, the pizza’s 
history-making trip was short, 
from the top of Walters’ four-story 
home into Brody’s outstretched 


arms next door. 

There are some kinks to work 
out before large-scale drone deliv- 
ery becomes a reality. The first de- 
livery flight of the evening ended 
in tragedy when the unmanned de- 
vice crashed, losing its precious 
cargo in the process, according 
to a New York Post report. And 
of course, drone flight is a legal 
gray area, and piloting the devices 
in busy areas in New York car- 
ries potential legal penalties. But 
Williamsburg Pizza, undeterred 
by such terrestrial concerns, is of- 
fering a drone delivery option on 
its website (punching in an order 
this way gets you a lengthy dis- 
claimer full of caveats that make it 
unclear if or when your pie might 
take to the sky). Whenever the 
kinks get worked out, Brody is 
ready to receive her pepperonis 
from on high. 

“I would definitely get my pizza 
delivered by drones once it’s per- 
fected,” she said.

Fort Greene African-dance 
studio getting the boot

A Fort Greene dance stu- 
dio is not ready to let the beat 
drop. 

The Cumbe Center for Af- 
rican and Diaspora Dance on 
Fulton Street is getting the boot 
to make way for a luxury res- 
idential tower. The departure 
will end three years in the space 
above a bagel shop between 
Flatbush Avenue and Rockwell 
Place, and will cut short a 10- 
year lease, forcing the danc- 
ers to scramble to find a new 
home, one of the studio’s di- 
rectors said. 

‘ ‘It ’s a huge blow for a young 
organization,” Jimena Marti- 
nez said. “We were taken by 
surprise.” 

Cumbe runs 50 dance 
classes each week, focusing on 
dances, traditional and contem- 
porary, from Africa or influ- 
enced by African cultures. The 
center’s 2,000 students heard 
about the impending move in 
June, when the current land- 
lord informed Cumbe honchos 
that their building had been 
sold. They have until the end 


of January to clear out. 

Building permits show 
that a 19-story residential 
tower will rise on the spot, 
bringing ground-floor retail 
and another 157 apartments 
to the rapidly transforming 
area. The tower will extend 
all the way to Flatbush Ave- 
nue, where a corner storefront 
housed a short-lived Five Guys 
Burgers and Fries and has re- 
cently contained a succession 
of temporary retailers. 

Martinez said the move 
stings because studio man- 
agement put so much money 
into building out the current 
facility, and will have to spend 
that money over again. 

“We had invested quite a bit 
in the space, and we’ll have to 
do it again,” she said. 

Flatbush resident Domin- 
ique Taylor takes classes at 
Cumbe and said it has taught 
her a new way of thinking about 
music and movement that is to- 
tally distinct from European 
and American conventions. 

“If you start trying to un- 
derstand it in terms of Western 
music, you just can’t,” Taylor 
said, noting that the rhythms of 


certain cultures seemed com- 
pletely foreign to her at first. 
“You have to open yourself up 
to the sound-scape and feel the 
rhythm.” 

Beyond learning to dance, 
people attend Cumbe for the 
camaraderie, another student 
said. 

“Cumbe’s atmosphere has 
a communal focus,” said Ra- 
chel Wyman, a student from 
Crown Heights. “It’s some- 
thing that means a lot to me. 
It’s like a family. It’s not just 
about dancing.” 

Cumbe is raising money to 
cover the move, and is work- 


ing with the Downtown Brook- 
lyn Partnership and Council- 
womanLaurie Cumbo (D-Fort 
Greene) to find a new space in 
the area its staff and students 
have come to love. Martinez 
knows that costs in Downtown 
and Fort Greene are through the 
roof, but she thinks it is impor- 
tant to figure out how to main- 
tain a presence there. 

“The growth in Downtown 
Brooklyn is a good thing, but 
there’s a lot that needs to be 
done to ensure that the flavor 
of the neighborhood — and the 
institutions that give it that fla- 
vor — survive,” she said. 


Mini-Target to open at City Point

Bull’s-eye! 

Target is planning a min- 
iature store inside City Point, 
the massive mixed-use de- 
velopment under construc- 
tion on the site of the former 
Albee Square Mall. A Tar- 
get executive said the move 
is in anticipation of Down- 
town’s residential boom, with 
700 apartments planned in 
the towers above City Point 
and 10,000 in the pipeline 
Downtown. 

“People are increasingly 
moving into city centers and 
guests want that Target ex- 
perience they love closer to 
home,” said Scott Nelson, a 
senior vice president at Tar- 
get, in a statement.

The Walmart competitor 
already has two Brooklyn 
locations, including one six 
blocks away at Atlantic Ter- 


minal mall. But Target hon- 
chos think the smaller store 
could serve a different market 
at City Point, on the corner 
of Fulton Street and DeKalb 
Avenue. 

“Broadening our store’s 
portfolio to include smaller 
a, formats brings great design, 
value, and convenience to our 
guests in urban communi- 
ties,” Nelson said. 

The so-called “CityTar- 
get” will be smaller than the 
average Target and will of- 
fer an “edited” selection of 
merchandise targeted towards 
Brooklynites. It is set to oc- 
cupy an entire floor of City 
Point joining confirmed ten- 
ants Alamo Drafthouse Cin- 
ema and Century 21, along 
with a “Chelsea Market-style” 


food court. Paul Travis, an 
executive with one of the de- 
velopers behind the project, 
said the tiny Target is a fine 
addition for City Point. 

“CityTarget is a great fit 
for City Point because their 
mix of merchandise, which 
is tailored to the urban con- 
sumer, appeals to all segments 
of the Downtown Brooklyn 
community,” he said. 

The Target recalls the 
possibility of a Smallmart 
opening in Brooklyn, which 
loomed in 2011 as politicians 
battled the big-box retailer 
with vigor never mustered 
for its peers. They beat back 
the big store, but a small one 
could open without special 
permission from the city.

'Latin Kings' charged for near-scalping in mayor's 'hood

More than a dozen alleged 
members of the Latin Kings 
gang are facing decades in 
prison after being accused of 
a string of attacks that left 
victims mangled, including 
an attempted scalping around 
the corner from Mayor De- 
Blasio’s Park Slope home. 

District Attorney Ken 
Thompson and police chief 
William Bratton announced a 
sweeping indictment against 
14 supposed affiliates of the 
“Outlaws tribe” of the street 
gang who they say used Bush- 
wick and East New York as 
home base for a murder plot 
and a series of brutal assaults 
targeting seven members of 
rival so-called “tribes.” The 
charges include conspir- 
acy to commit murder, at- 
tempted murder, conspiracy 
to commit assault, gang as- 
sault, weapons charges, and 
witness intimidation. Ten 
of those accused were ar- 
rested last Wednesday and 
four others are already incar- 
cerated, according to pros- 
ecutors. Thompson said the 
streets are safer thanks to 
the sweep. 

“We must protect the com- 
munity from these senseless 
acts of bloodshed which were 
committed supposedly to en- 
force the Latin Kings mani- 
festo,” he said. 

The bloodshed, all of it or- 
chestrated or boasted about 
on Facebook, began on Sept. 
27, 2013, when prosecutors 
say one of the defendants ar- 
ranged an 1 1 pm rumble with 
the Hardbody faction of the 
Kings on Hardbody turf at 
Fifth Avenue and 12th Street, 
just more than a block from 
the house Hizzoner and his 
family occupied until de- 
camping to Manhattan in 
June. Once there, the Outlaws 
set upon four Hardbodies, but 
reserving special malice for 
one, who they stabbed in the 
back and “nearly scalped,” 
the District Attorney’s Of- 
fice said. 

“It was like someone had 
dumped a bucket of blood 


on his head,” a witness told 
DNAinfo at the time. The 
website’s report states all 
four were stabbed. 

The following day, the 
accused ringleader taunted 
the Slope gangsters on Fa- 
cebook, according to pros- 
ecutors. 

“Guess n bodies aren’t 

so hard after all. F— with 
a real lion and get eaten,” 
he allegedly wrote. “Shout 
outs to the surgeons mak- 
ing that overtime pay . . Ur 
welcome.” 

The same defendant 
continued his social me- 
dia braggadocio five days 
later by posting a picture 
of the Spartans of Ancient 
Greece standing before a 
pile of dead bodies, accom- 


panied by a taunt, an indict- 
ment states. The post was fol- 
lowed shortly by a photo of a 
victim in a hospital bed with 
the caption “the new and im- 
proved version,” the district 
attorney said. 

The following month, the 
accused stabbed two mem- 
bers of the Jamaica Maya fac- 
tion in Queens, law enforce- 
ment officials said. 

The threats continued 
through the fall and winter, 
with multiple Outlaws ex- 
changing taunts with Queens 
rivals in the Jamaica Maya, 
Woodhaven Maya, and Loy- 
alty Shadow tribes on Face- 
book, prosecutors said. The 
posts included written raps 
and photos and videos shot of 
Outlaws brandishing weap- 


ons on enemy turf, in one say- 
ing that their enemies were 
“about to get chitty chitty 
bang bang night night,” ac- 
cording to a criminal com- 
plaint. 

In one social-media col- 
laboration early this year, the 
alleged ringleader text-mes- 
saged an alleged foot soldier 
to request a photo of his gun 
for a sinister collage he was 
making to post on another 
accused member’s wall as a 
declaration of war, the com- 
plaint states. 

A Facebook missive from 
another member read, “Ppl 
just don’t understand that Fa- 
cebook could get them seri- 
ously hurt in the real world,” 
per prosecutors. 

On March 25 of this year, 
the alleged fiends lured a 
member of the Woodhaven 
Maya faction to Bushwick 
using a fake Facebook per- 
sona, prosecutors said. When 
the target arrived at the 
house on Van Buren Street 
between Bushwick Avenue 
| and Broadway, they stabbed 
« him in the head, stabbed him 
in the body, and shot him, 
leaving him in a coma for 
weeks, according to the au- 
thorities. 

Four days later, the al- 
leged head of the crew ar- 
ranged a knife fight with a 
rival, who opted out of a pro- 
posed gun fight because he 
had a broken hand, investi- 
gators said. 

Finally, in April, May, and 
June, one of the defendants, 
having heard reports that a 
rival was snitching, sent a 
series of threatening Face- 
book messages to the man’s 
friends urging quiet, prose- 
cutors said. 

“He got my bros fac- 
ing mad time,” the suspect 
supposedly wrote. “I hope 
he doing the right thing u 
know.” 

The suspects were ar- 
raigned on Nov. 5 and the 
alleged ringleader was held 
without bail. 

Each defendant faces as 
much as 25 years in prison 
if found guilty on the most 
serious count. 
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Kill the lights! 

Festival of Light turned off 
as hordes choke Dumbo

The lights went out early 
in Dumbo. 

Organizers ended the New 
York Festival of Light ahead of 
schedule on Nov. 8 as crowds 
choked the Manhattan Bridge 
archway where nearly all of 
the show’s art was concen- 
trated. The crowds on the last 
two nights of the three-night 
exhibition far exceeded orga- 
nizers’ expectations, a rep for 
the festival said. 

“In our wildest imagination 
we had no idea it would pull 
in so many people,” spokes- 
woman Linda Miller said. “It 
was our decision to close down. 
Something had to be done be- 
fore someone got hurt.” 

Would-be light-gazers 
slammed event management 
online, saying poor planning 
forced the crowd into an ob- 
viously ill-suited bottleneck 
— the archway, where most 
sculptures andprojections were 


located — and that staffers gave 
confusing directions. Several 
social media users also noted 
that police closed the York 
Street F station to quell the 
crowding. The result, many 
agreed, was a total debacle. 

“No organization, no di- 
rection, chaos of people try- 
ing to figure out where to 
go,” Christina Kirsch wrote 
on Facebook. “So let down 
when it was closed just when 
we finally figured out where 
we were.” 

A police spokesman said 
the York station, which only 
has one two-way platform, 
filled to capacity and offi- 
cers implemented “crowd con- 
trol measures.” He declined 
to elaborate, but denied that 
they closed the station. He did 
confirm that there were a ton 
of people packed into the area, 
and said that the premature 
end of the event made mat- 
ters temporarily worse. 

“When the organizers shut

the event down everyone 
flooded into York Street,” he 
said. “There was overcrowd- 
ing everywhere.” 

The exhibit opened on Nov. 
6 with moderate attendance, 
but the head-count dramat- 
ically increased during the 
weekend. On Nov. 8, with 
an inkling of what kind of 
crowds were to come, Miller 


said organizers did their best 
to prepare for another swarm, 
including staggering admis- 
sion to the archway. 

But the measure was not 
enough to calm the chaos. 

Miller said organizers were 
disappointed about having to 
close early, but she argued the 
huge numbers were a testa- 
ment to the event’s appeal. 


“What can I say? It was 
just too popular,” she said. “If 
we had any indication that we 
would be getting the amounts 
of people we did, then maybe 
there would have been mea- 
sures taken. But this was re- 
ally a testament to how much 
people appreciate light and 
wanted to have a festival of 
lights in New York.” 
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Owner of Tom's dies at 76 

A half century of egg creams, warm greetings at counter

Gus Vlahavas, the long- 
time owner of beloved Pros- 
pect Heights diner Tom’s 
Restaurant, died of a re- 
spiratory illness on Nov. 
4, his nephew said. 

He was 76. 

Vlahavas ran Tom’s for 
decades and remained a fix- 
ture there during the past 
five years, after handing the 
reigns to his nephew Jim 
Kokotas. 

Vlahavas grew up in the 
corner restaurant that his 
father — Tom — opened 
on Washington Avenue 
at Sterling Place in 1936, 
and became a regular pres- 
ence there as an adult start- 
ing around age 25, Koko- 
tas said.

A neighborhood stal- 
wart through thick and thin, 
Vlahavas, whose family is 
white, had the enduring loy- 
alty of customers and area 
residents, Kokotas said. 
That became clear during 
the riot that followed Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr.’s 1968 
assassination, when black 
locals linked arms in front 
of the eatery, protecting it 
from looters and vandals tar- 
geting white-owned busi- 
nesses. 

“Gus was always proud 
to say he was from Pros- 
s pect Heights,” Kokotas said. 
■§ “Even when the neighbor- 
% hood wasn’t so great he was 
1=5 good to them and they were 
good to him.” 

Vlahavas began run- 
ning Tom’s in full during 
the 1980s, his nephew said, 


famously serving food to the 
people who lined up outside 
for a table. 

Kokotas took over in 
2009, but Vlahavas kept 
coming to shoot the breeze 
with regulars who have 
been eating there for de- 
cades, and in some cases 
more than three quarters 
of a century. 

“I have customers who are 
older than me who tell me 
they remember their parents 
bringing them here,” said 
Kokotas. “Ninety-year-old 
customers remember coming 
here when they were teens. 
It’s been great to hear those 
stories.” 

News of Vlahavas’s pass- 
ing prompted a wave of e- 
mails, phone calls, and text 
messages, all of them reas- 
suring, Kokotas said. 


“When you work for 
something you don’t always 
get a pat on the back,” Koko- 
tas said. “But the support has 
been tremendous. The work 
he put into this neighbor- 
hood, the response has been 
that pat on the back.” 

In the wake of the death 
Kokotas stressed that all 
the familiar elements of 
the greasy spoon will re- 
main intact. The only thing 
that could change, he said, 
is that they could become 
even more accessible. 

“We’ve always tried to 
carry on the tradition,” said 
Kokotas. “We’ve been talk- 
ing about changes we can 
make based on listening to 
customers, like being open 
on Sunday or extending all 
our hours, but the rest of it 
is the same.” 

A wake for Vlahavas was 
held on Nov. 9 at Cobble Hill 
Chapels and his funeral took 
place on Nov. 10 at Saints 
Constantine and Helen Ca- 
thedral in Cobble Hill.

Gallery celebrates artist’s bizarre Christmas tradition

alk about a toy story! 

The director of a Williamsburg gal- 
lery is hosting an art exhibition featur- 
ing an eclectic collection of dolls lovingly 
handcrafted by 50 of his fellow artists. The 
show, entitled “My Sister’s Doll: Artists Re- 
spond to a Christmas Saga,” commemorates 
an error in judgement that the organizer’s 
father may never live down, he said. 

“He’s 85 years old and we still torture 
him about it,” said Randall Harris (pictured 
top), director at Figureworks Gallery. 

The great mistake and inspiration for Har- 
ris’s art show occurred on Christmas Day 
50 years ago, when Harris’s then 10-year- 
old sister, Jane, received a beautiful doll in 
a special-edition box. The gift should have 
cinched Christmas — and dad — as the 
best ever. 

However, when Harris’s “less-privileged” 
cousins arrived later that day, the Harris 
family patriarch decided to re-gift Jane’s 
doll in an act of misguided charity, which 
left his daughter in tears. 

“My mother was furious and my sister 
was heartbroken,” said Harris. “Christmas 
didn’t end well that year.” 

To make amends, the 5 -year-old Harris 
crafted Jane a makeshift doll out of discarded 



toilet-paper rolls. This act of sibling kind- 
ness sparked a yearly tradition and Harris 
has made, scavenged, or sought out a new 
doll for Jane every Christmas since. 



This year, however, he has gone one 
step further, inviting 50 other artists to 
create a doll for his sister. Jane will get 
to choose her favorite the show’s open-

ing night on Nov. 14, and take home her 
favorite pick as an early Christmas pres- 
ent, Harris said. 

“Whichever doll she likes best will be her 
gift this year,” he said. “I’ll try and steer her 
away from the more expensive ones.” 
The artists have taken the show’s theme 
and run with it, each creating a doll that is 
interesting and unique, Harris said. 

The submissions include a life-sized little 
girl made entirely out of ceramics, and a doll 
with another doll’s head sticking out of its 
stomach. And at least one artist has turned 
the theme on its head, crafting a book about 
the meaning of the word “doll.” 

“When I asked my artists to participate, I 
had no idea how enthusiastically they would 
embrace this side -project or how cathar- 
tic it would be for so many,” said Harris. 
“Most artists have made direct connections 
to a similar family event that seeded last- 
ing fond or troubled memories.”

A Park Slope journalist has penned a book 
about the influential poet and songwriter Gil Scott- 
Heron. Author Marcus Baram will give a reading 
from his work “Gil Scott 
Heron: Pieces of a Man” 
at BookCourt in Boerum 
Hill on Nov. 16. 

Baram said he has been 
a fan of Heron’s since the 
1980s, but first saw him 
perform live in 1991. Itwas 
then that he got the idea to 
pen the biography. 

“There was nothing 
written about this guy, 
and he’s amazing,” Baram said. “I thought, I’m 
going to write a book about him.” 

Baram got to know Heron in 2008 when he 
wrote a profile of the artist for New York Mag- 
azine, and the pair kept in touch.

Heron, who briefly lived in Fort Greene during 
the early 1990s, is known for penning socially- 
conscious poetic lyrics set to jazz and funk mu- 
sic. He produced 15 albums between 1970 and his 
death in 201 1 . One of his first songs, “The Revo- 
lution Will Not Be Televised,” was also his most 
enduring. The track became a symbol of protest 
movements around the world, Baram said. 

“You could see the phrase on signs from the 
1980s in Eastern Europe all the way through to 
the Arab Spring,” he said. 

Heron’s biting tongue garnered comparisons 
to 1960s folk icons. Some people even called him 
the “Black Bob Dylan” — a label he hated, Baram 
said. But Heron’s influence is beyond reproach, 
the author explained — he paved the way for a 
whole branch of hip-hop that concentrates on 
social issues, melding meaningful lyrics with 
catchy beats. 

“He allowed a lot of artists to realize that 
they could bring social consciousness into their 
work,” said Baram.

Prospect Park is ready for its close-up. 

Brooklyn’s favorite green space will star in a 
new film screening atNitehawk Cinema’s Shorts 
Festival on Nov. 22. “Lost in Prospect Park” 
— just one of dozens of pint-sized moving-pic- 
tures showing at the Williamsburg movie house’s 
second annual bash — 
is a short, silent, darkly 
humorous flick that is 
drawn from a personal 
experience to which any 
Brooklyn resident can re- 
late, explained the film- 
maker. 

“I was with a casting 
company and I went to the 
park looking for people to 
fill a show I was working on,” said Park Sloper 
Lindsey Lambert, who wrote and directed the 
film. “Eventually, I got lost in Prospect Park.” 

Unlike her visit to the titular park, which she 
described as “green and beautiful,” Lambert’s 
film is shot in black and white, and takes a cyn- 
ical look at the high expectations that often ac- 
company a budding romance. 

In the film, Annie (Annie Gaarder) is enjoy- 
ing a date in the park with her boyfriend James 
(Zach Gamble) on Valentine’s Day, when the cou- 
ple becomes hopelessly lost. As the story pro- 
gresses, Annie learns some new things about her 
sweetheart, and eventually comes to reconsider 
her romantic prospects, said the director. 

“It’s about how relationships begin with certain 
expectations, and how quickly things can change 
for better or for worse,” said Lambert. 

In addition to her past experience, Lambert 
chose to set her film in Prospect Park because 
of its natural splendor and abundance of seclu- 
sion, she said. 

“Prospect is a really beautiful park, some- 
where you can get a film crew in and find some 
quiet,” said Lambert. “It’s also one of my favor- 
ite parks in the city.”

S he is not only the hero 
Gotham deserves, but 
she is also the one it 
needs right now. 

Clinton Hill illustrator 
Molly Ostertag and writer 
Brennan Lee Mulligan (who 
lives in another, lesser borough) 
could not find enough strong 
female protagonists that they 
liked in comics, movies, and 
television shows, so they de- 
cided to create one themselves. 
The title of the comic? “Strong 
Female Protagonist.” 

The protagonist in question 
is Alison Green, a superhu- 
manly powerful 19-year-old 
New York college student 
with an equally strong drive 
to do right by the world around 
her. 

“She is a reaction to the 
term ‘strong female protag- 
onist’ and how it gets used. 
It is usually a mysterious ba- 
dass lady who is proficient at 
combat but a flat character,” 
said Mulligan. “The goal for 
us was to tell a story of a char- 
acter who is strong in every 
sense of the word.” 

The pair started publishing 
“Strong Female Protagonist” 
online three years ago, 
and have religiously 
updated their website 
with two new pages of 
the story every week 
since. Eventually, they 
had amassed the equiva- 
lent of four chapters and 
220 pages, so they decided 
to turn it into a book. 

“Each chapter is almost 
like one season of a tele- 
vision show,” said Mulli- 
gan. “They each have their 
own arc.” 

On Nov. 20, Ostertag and 
Mulligan will host a launch 
party for the resulting tome 
at Park Slope’s Bergen Street 
Comics, where they will dis- 
cuss their comic, the charac- 
ter, and their attempt to step up

“Pie is one of the things 
that blows people away when 
they realize how simple it 
is,” said Lili Dagan, educa- 
tion manager at Brooklyn 
Kitchen, a Williamsburg 
cooking store that is host- 
ing a pie-making class on 
Nov. 18. “Basically all you 
need is your filling and wa- 
ter, flour, and butter.” 

The class will empower at- 
tendees to make their holiday 
pies from scratch this year, of- 
fering step-by-step instruc- 
tion from the crust to the fill- 
ing, and the tools to blow their 
grandma’s family recipe out of 
the water, said Dagan.

veal the specific secrets that 
pie scholars will pick up at 
the class, but she was will- 
ing impart what she said is 
the key to a good pie: qual- 
ity ingredients. 

“When you’re making 
something with so few in- 
gredients, you really want 
to get the best ingredients 
you can,” she said. 

For those who want the 
secret to a good pie as well 
as some great factoids to 
throw at their know-it-all 
cousin come Thanksgiving, 
the food-mad scientists be- 


hind lecture series Masters 
of Social Gastronomy may 
be just the thing. The Mas- 
ters will hold a talk on Nov. 
19 at Littlefield in Gowanus 
that will explore the ins and 
outs of apple pies, as well as 
the long history of Ameri- 
ca’s greatest invention, the 
pumpkin pie. 

“Pumpkin pie is very 
American, and has deep roots 
to the country’s culinary his- 
tory,” said Sarah Lohman (pic- 
tured top), co-founder of Mas- 
ters of Social Gastronomy.

Brunch like mom used to make at 
Tommaso Italian Restaurant

Tommaso Italian Res- 
taurant now serves brunch 
on Saturdays and Sundays. 

But don’t expect to find 
eggs, French toast, or pan- 
cakes on the menu. This 
is brunch, Italian-style 
— hearty soups and sand- 
wiches. It’s what owner 
Thomas Verdillo’s mom 
would have called, “a light 
meal.” 

“After a heavy Sunday 
dinner, we would have a 
big bowl of chicken soup on 
Monday,” he says. Brim- 
ming with noodles, fresh 
veggies, and chicken, it 
was anything but “light.” 
Tommaso’s version is just as filling. 

The chicken soup, laden with es- 
carole, thin noodles, diced carrots, 
and chicken, is a meal in itself, a 
wonderful way to warm the cold days 
that lie ahead. Served piping hot, it 
is reminiscent of those big pots of 
steaming soup that mom would boil 
on the stove top. You’d lift the lid, and 
the aroma would warm your heart. 
Tommaso has captured this same 
homemade magic. 

If it is lentil and escarole soup 
that stirs memories for you, Tom- 
maso simmers this soup, too. Mom 
was right when she told you to eat 
lentils. Rich in protein and fiber, 
they are good for you, as is escarole, 
which provides vitamins, iron, and 
calcium. It all makes for guilt-free 
eating; a lot healthier than a stack of 
pancakes smothered with butter. 

The brunch menu is simple. Pa- 
trons get to mix and match from a 
variety of soup and sandwiches. In 
addition to the chicken and lentil 
soups, there’s carrot, cream of Po- 
blano, and rice and bean. 

Some of the sandwiches are so 
thick, one needs a fork and knife to 
eat them. The hot roast beef is one 
such creation. The roll is oozing with 
brown gravy that seeps through the 
bread. The fresh mozzarella is thick 
and chewy; the meat tender. 

Likewise, the eggplant parmi- 
giana on Ciabatta bread is equally 


gooey — and that’s a good thing. 
Every Italian knows the contents 
of the sandwich should be overflow- 
ing. Ciabatta is a white bread made 
from wheat flour, water, salt, olive 
oil and yeast. It’s so soft, the bread 
practically melts into the eggplant. 
It’s not your typical eggplant sand- 
wich, served on toasted, hard Ital- 
ian bread. 

Several sandwiches on the menu 
must be inspired from Tommaso’s 
annual “Carnevale” menu, offered 
in February, when he serves up a 
roasted pig. No, there is no pig on 
the brunch menu, but there are 
fresh ham and carnitas sandwiches; 
pulled pork empanadas; and a sau- 
sage and pepper pannini. Other 
choices include a meatball hero, Reu- 
ben sandwich, and turkey club with 
bacon and tomato. 

Order a soup and sandwich com- 
bination, and pay $12.95. Soup, by it- 
self, is $6, and a sandwich a la carte 
is $10. Enjoy a glass of house wine 
with your brunch, and get 25 percent 
off. It’s a generous pour, served in an 
elegant, long-stemmed wine glass. 

The idea to combine breakfast 
and lunch into what we call brunch 
originated in England around the 
19th century. The appeal was that 
it eliminated the need to get up 
early on Sunday mornings, a ben- 
efit to those looking to stay out late 
on Saturday nights. It caught on in 


the United States for simi- 
lar reasons. Rather than 
waking up early to attend 
morning mass, one could 
sleep in, read Sunday’s 
huge newspaper, lounge in 
bed, and eat later. Eventu- 
ally, someone figured out it 
would be okay to do this on 
Saturdays, too. 

Verdillo recalls the 
Italian version of Sunday 
brunch. 

“There were no eggs,” 
he says. “We would dip 
bread into bowls of gravy 
(tomato sauce).” 

At the restaurant, 
customers get the Italian 
bread, but rather than red 
sauce, dunk it in pesto sauce. 

Dining here is a feast for all the 
senses because of Verdillo’s incred- 
ible eye for detail. The restaurant 
always looks beautiful, both inside 
and out; and it is always decorated 
for the season. To celebrate fall, 
there are earth-tone flowers, color- 
ful scarecrows, and pumpkins, all 
artfully arranged. 

The dining area is lined with 
light-wood wall units that show off 
unique vases, bottles, and ceramic 
pieces. There are lots of knick-knacks 
and even scarecrows dangling from 
the ceiling, but it’s all skillfully de- 
signed, so it doesn’t look cluttered. 
Beige tiles complement the color 
scheme. Mirrors lie tilted between 
the ceiling and walls. All tables are 
covered with cloth, and long, tapered 
candles sit on them. Soft Italian mu- 
sic adds to the ambiance. 

A full bar, with hanging blue 
lights, is at the entrance of the res- 
taurant. 

Tommaso has served the com- 
munity eloquently for more than 40 
years. Come for lunch, dinner, and 
now brunch. Food is always served 
hot, as it should be.

Robots run the lab 

New tech company developing new, 
cheaper automated biology tools

This startup wants to give 
scientists a hand — a robotic 
hand. 

OpenTrons aims to revo- 
lutionize the way biologists 
work using an automated sys- 
tem to help perform the repet- 
itive tasks lab work requires. 
One of the company’s found- 
ers said it is high time labs got

high-tech. 

“Lab automation today is 
basically where computing 
was in the 1970s,” said Will 
Canine, who lives in Bedford- 
Stuyvesant. 

Lab automation systems that 
exist now, such as those that 
measure and combine small 
amounts of liquid, can run as 
expensive as $25,000, and re- 
quire a technician to program 
them, Canine said. The team 
plans to sell its creation for just 
$3,000 when it hits the mar- 
ket next April, and, Canine ex- 
plained, scientists can program 
it themselves through a drag- 
and-drop web interface. 

“The ease of reprogram- 
ming is the tricky part,” Canine 
said. “We need to empower our 
researchers with knowledge of 
their machines.” 

The precise, computer-con- 
trolled motors driving the robot 
are similar to those in 3 -D print- 
ers. Canine said advancements 
by companies such as Maker- 
Bot have made these motors 
cheaper and easier to use. 

“Aspects of our systems 
were made possible because 
of innovations that have hap- 
pened largely in Brooklyn,” 
he said. 

Advances in printer technol- 
ogy have lowered the barriers 
to entry to designers creating 
new products, and OpenTrons 
is trying to bring that accessi-

bility to biology. 

“We know if you speed up 
the design-test-build cycle you 
getbetterproducts,” Canine said. 
‘ ‘We’re trying to bring that same 
thing to bio-prototyping.” 

Canine says there is a market 
for the product because other 
lab-automation setups only sell 
to institutions, whereas Open- 
Trons is offering it to anyone 
who is interested. 

“We’re targeting doctoral 
students and other people who 
are frankly too smart to be do- 
ing this kind of manual labor,” 
he said. 

The primary OpenTrons 
setup consists of an eyedrop- 
per-like component on a mov- 
ing arm that dispenses small 
amounts of precisely measured

the group is in talks with the 
city. 

“The Alliance for Coney Is- 
land has been in negotiations 
with the parks department,” 
said Dick Zigun, Coney Is- 
land’s unofficial mayor and 
the director of the arts organi- 
zation Coney Island USA. 

Zigun’s Mermaid Day Pa- 
rade is by far the Boardwalk’s 
biggest event, but he said Co- 
ney Island USA won’t enter a 
bid and will instead support 
the Alliance’s application. 


The Alliance did not con- 
firm that it was talking with 
the city, but its director said 
the group’s primary goal is 
making Coney Island fun for 
everyone. 

“We are first and foremost 
dedicated to helping Coney Is- 
land, whether it’s with supple- 
mentary sanitation or public 
boardwalk programming like 
the Free Friday Night Fire- 
works,” said Alliance exec- 
utive director Johanna Zaki. 
“The Alliance for Coney Is- 
land looks forward to continu-

liquid into a series of tiny test 
tubes. Scientists often perform 
this task by hand in order to 
prototype potential new com- 
pounds and to create base so- 
lutions for research. 

OpenTrons is currently 
open-source, as MakerBot was 
when it first started hawking 
printers. But the founders say 
their business model requires 
that they stay open-source, be- 
cause scientists need to be able 
to adapt their robotic assistants 
to meet their needs. 

“Being open-source is a 
central tenant of our busi- 
ness model,” Canine said. 
“We need other companies 
to take our product and build 


on top of it.” 

The team, which also in- 
cludes Nick Wagner, Chiu 
Chau, and Andy Sigler, started 
working on the devices at Gen- 
space, aDowntown biotechnol- 
ogy lab that offers workspace 
and classes to foster biologi- 
cal innovation. 

OpenTrons is now rasing 
money on Kickstarter, and 
hopes to open an office Down- 
town soon.

with the NYC Department of 
Parks and Recreation across 
multiple initiatives for the last- 
ing growth and benefit of the 
area.” 

The city ceding permit- 
ting rights alone to an out- 
side group would be prece- 
dent-setting. 

Three parks citywide are 
operated and maintained by 
outside groups — Brooklyn 
Bridge Park, Bryant Park, and 
Hudson River Park, where the 
controlling organizations are 
responsible for operation, 
maintenance, and permit- 
ting.

vate group issues permits. 

The Brooklyn Bridge Park 
Corporation controls Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park.

It is also responsi- 
ble for implementing a hous- 
ing-development plan on the 
former piers that make up the 
park. 

The Corporation’s re- 
quirements for issuing spe- 
cial events permits are simi- 
lar to the parks department’s: 
applications take at least 21 
days to process, require a $25 
non-refundable fee, and are 
not issued on major holidays, 


according to information from 
the group and the city. 

Community Board 13’s dis- 
trict manager said the request 
for proposals could come be- 
fore December. 

“I have been told one is in 
the works for this month,” said 
Chuck Reichenthal. 

Rican Vargas, who heads 
the Coney Island Dancers, 
said the late -year proposal 
is a means of sneaking the 
plan under locals’ radar. 

“They’re probably gonna 
stuff it out around Thanksgiv- 
ing when everyone’s eating 
turkey,” Vargas said.

G'point homeless shelter shock

The city is rushing to open 
a new homeless shelter in 
Greenpoint to avoid answer- 
ing to opponents in the com- 
munity, according to neigh- 
bors and a local pol. 

A shelter is set to open at 
58-66 Clay St., a former half- 
way house, this week, a single 
week after the city notified 
the neighborhood’s assem- 
blyman. A community board 
leader said the panel is dis- 
mayed that the city is open- 
ing the shelter without con- 
sulting residents first. 


“We are not opposed to a 
planned shelter program. The 
homeless of our community 
must be placed in decent, stan- 
dard housing,” said Commu- 
nity Board 1 chairwoman 
Dealice Fuller. “However, 
these shelters must be care- 
fully woven into communi- 
ties and not smuggled in by 
dead of night.” 

The city’s Department of 
Homeless Services sent a letter 
to Assemblyman Joseph Len- 
tol (D-Greenpoint) last week 
stating that it planned to open 
an emergency shelter within a 
week. The letter stressed the 


scale of the city’s current record 
homeless population. 

“Every borough, neighbor- 
hood, and community district, 
as apart ofthe city ofNew York, 
must do its part to address and 
assist the growing number of 
homeless families,” the depart- 
ment’s deputy commissioner 
Camille Rivera wrote, citing the 
57,665 people listed as home- 
less in New York, a third of 
those being working families 
who do not make enough to 
pay for housing. 

The problem, some believe, 
is that the area is already do- 
ing more than its fair share. 


There are already three home- 
less shelters in Williamsburg 
and Greenpoint, including the 
3 00 -capacity men’s shelter on 
Skillman Avenue, Lentol said. 
The assemblyman, Brooklyn’s 
longest-serving pol, said that 
the city is banking on a lack 
of opposition — until it’s too 
late to uproot the shelter. 

“I have seen mayoral ad- 
ministrations come and go 
in my time, and they unfor- 
tunately all operate the same 
way, through the path of least 
resistance,” said Lentol, who 
was first elected in 1972. “We 
are saturated enough. This 


emergency exists through- 
out the city, and they should 
not burden just one commu- 
nity board district.” 

The new shelter is supposed 
to accommodate as many as 91 
homeless adult couples. A local 
said she is worried about more 
crime coming to the area. 

“I know most of [the home- 
less] are good people, but there 
are always bad apples in the 
bunch and some of them will 
cause trouble.” said Jackie Br- 
ezeveski, who lives nearby on 
India Street. 

The city did not return calls 
for comment.

steady, disciplined, and ex- 
perienced coach. 

I’ve never been a star ath- 
lete, but I earned a varsity letter 
in my day, and the differences 
between my high-school sports 
experience and my daughter’s 
comes down to the values be- 
hind “Training Rules,” a con- 
cept my adolescent has never 
heard of. 

Back in the day, schools had 
expectations athletes had to 
meet during the season, such 
as no smoking or drinking, and 
sometimes even a curfew. If 
you broke training, you were 
suspended from the team. 

When travelling you had 
to wear jackets and ties. Girls 
wore dresses or slacks and no 
sneakers. Your grade-point av- 
erage better be in shape too, 
because if you weren’t keep- 
ing up in classes, you were off 
the team. 

These were some of the 
ways the meaning ofbeing on a 
team was communicated, that 
it was aprivilege and a respon- 
sibility to participate and we 
each better be willing to give 
up something for the oppor- 
tunity. The other part of the 
message was that you would 
be kicked off a team in a min- 
ute if you screwed up, letting 
down your teammates, your 
school, and yourself. 

We all wanted to win, but 
if a teammate messed up they 
owned the blame — not the 
rules or the adults for enforcing 
them. You make a bad choice 
and the whole team suffered 
the consequences. 

When I told my daughter

about this old way 
of doing things, she 
looked at me like 
I was an alien, 
speaking gibber- 
ish. 

I thought about 
theSayrerville,NJ 
high- school foot- 
ball team, on which some of 
the boys took the already bad 
idea of hazing into the crimi- 
nal realm of sex crimes. While 
most adults of that commu- 
nity seem to support the school 
board’s decision to cancel the 
rest of the season, there are par- 
ents who try to dismiss what 
went on in an unsupervised 
locker room or who worry 
about the consequences on the 


uninvolved team members. 

The idea of values seems 
missing from discussions of 
athlete behavior, my daugh- 
ter’s and these teenage boys’ 
included. Under the pressure 
to perform, the goal of win- 
ning trumps all the positive 
lessons athletics offers kids. 
Certainly there are coaches and 
programs and schools that rise 
above the norm, but mostly the 


moral compass is broken in 
youth sports. 

We see the consequences in 
the behavior of young, pro ath- 
letes, from Hope Solo, a star 
of the U.S. Women’s Soccer 
Team, to hockey player Slava 
Voynov, to a list of NFL play- 
ers currently suspended, all for 
various iterations of domestic 
violence. 

In the spring, when my 
daughter plays varsity softball 
and I suggest that her duty to 
the team might include giv- 
ing up a party or two, it will 
be time to have a longer, very 
important talk about what the 
privilege ofbeing on a team 
is about, translated from my 
alien tongue into words she 
understands.

their hard-earned dollars. 
“Most newspapers print a 
disclaimer in their classified 
ad section to warn readers 
about numbers that are a 
direct line to trouble. Any 
number starting with 900, 
540, 595 or 871 charges a 
fee beyond a local call. In 
some instances, ads initial- 
ly advertise calls to a local 
number, but then direct 
callers to a second number 
starting with one of the 
paid exchanges. “Consu- 
mers must also question 
the legitimacy of vague 
classifieds because they 
too could be a scam. Be- 
fore responding to an ad, 
consumers should verify 
the source of all informa- 
tion & always be wary 
about sending money or 
signing a contract with an 
unknown party.”
